HE Reafons which induced the Britid Le- 
gillarure to impofe, at feveral Times, fuch 
high Duties and Excife on Britjh Sugar and Rum, 
ere doublefs then very good and well contidered ; 
sey that on Sugar, as it yielded, during thofe 
everal Periods of Time, very high Prices ail over 
Eweope, as well as Britain. ‘Vhen indeed, the Bri- 
jb Plantations were the chief Makers of Sugar, 
but the French having for many Years laft paft, 
improved their Sugar Settlements to a vaft Pitch and 
Extent, this Commodity is now become a mere 
Drug, and has not yielded the Planter what it 
attually coftshim ; of which the many who have of 
late Years fled from BanBanos andthe Leeward 
[lands ‘rom their Crediters, are too convincing a Proof. 
‘Taese Misfortunes, however, do not lie on 
the Sugar Planter only: The Trade of Britain, but 
more particularly the Merchants in Loudon, Briftol, 
Liverpool, and other Places, who have How/fes and 
Factors in each of the Plantations, are likewife 
confiderable Sharers in them. 
‘Ir being found then, that the utmoft Fruzality 
and Induftry of the Planters, cannot preferve the fe Co- 
bnies from Ruin, unlefs fome farther Relief and En- 
couragement be given by the Government : The fol- 
lowing Particulars ave propofed, as they appear to be 
the moft practicable and eafy. 
‘ Fir, The reducing the Duty and Excife on Rum 
about 12d. or Sd. per Gallon in BRITAIN. 
This it is fuid, will affeét the Male Spirics, but ic 
has beca made appear by Perfons of Experience in 
Trade, and who have the national and landed In- 
tereft much at Heart, that it will affect no-T'rade 
or Intereft, but thatot French Brandy, which as it 
s carried on by Smugglers, drains Great Britain 
of feveral Hundred T'houfand Pounds annually ; 
0 that inftead of injuring the Land Intereft by 
leflening the Ufe of Male Spirits, ic will aétually 
improve and enlarge ir, and at the fame Time, 
encreafe the Revenue very confiderably. 
Secondly, As the full Dutics on Raw Sugars are 
f-drawn on Exportation, and ro Part remains to 
the Crown; it feems ftill more reafonable, that the 
full Duties Should be granted when exported re- 
ned ; and in as much as there is yet but 6d. per 
Cent. allowed on refined Sugar when exported, and 
the tics of it Raw amount to 75. 6d. per Cent. 
or fomething better; ie is hoved, the Brith Le- 
Bilature, on re-confidering this Particular, will be 
induced to grant an additional Bounty of 1$4. per 
hes Britih refined Sugar when exported : 
* is will not only be of Advantage to the Britijh 
american Planter, but likewife be very confiderably 
he the Refiner in Britain, as well as be a Means 
putting a Stop to the refining Trade in the 
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@Nations. 
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‘ Thirdly, Tue Plantation Duty of Four and 
’ 
Half per Cent. is now become a iden Burthen on 

Barbades and the Leeward Mfland ( Famaica, the 
largeft and moft improvéable of all his Majefty’s 
Su GAR Colonies not being liable co it) and for as 
much asthe Four and Half per Cent. and enumerated 
Duties together are very inconfiderable to theCrown, 
and it is iaid, do not both pay into the Exchequer 
above 5 or 6oool. per. Ann. the remitting them 
now, feems abfolutely neceilary tor the Prefervation 
of thefe Colonies and their languifhing Trade, 
which are otherwife in the utmoft Danger of being 
entirely loft, at leaft without fome of the Remedies 
now propofed. ; 

‘ Ir is allowed, that out of the Four and Half 
per Cent. Duty, the Salarics of the Barbados and 
Leeward Ifland Governors, are paid in Britain by 
the Crown, as well as the Ofhcers of the Revenue 
in thefe Iffands ; but when the Prefervation of the 
Iflands, and a very valuable Part of T'rade, Ma- 
nufactures and Navigation of Great Baitain, Africa 
and America, is in Danes fuch a Confideration, 
it is to be hoped, wili have but little Weight. 
And fhould ir be asked, from what Fund thefe Go- 
vernors and Officers fhall be paid their Salaries ? 
the Anfwer will not be difficult: They may be 
paid from the fame Fund the Governors and Offi- 
cers of the Continent are, or from the feveral 
Subfidies, which amount in all to 35. 6d. per Cent. 
on Suger in Britain ; for if by the Continuance of 
thefe Duties, the Iflands and. the Trade of them 
fhail be loft, will not the Crown lofe all the Re- 
venues foo arifing from them? The Dutch poffefs 
ail the Spice Iflands in the Eaft Indies} end it may 
be juftly feared, the: French wits foon poffefs all, or 
mott of the Sagar Iflands in the Weft Indies. 

‘ Tue Brith Legiflacure hath, for feveral Years 
paft, found it neceifary go grant an Aid of 10,000 /. 
per’ Annum to the Royal African Company, for the 
Reparation and Prefervation of their forts and 
Fortifications in Africa; and had it been double 
the Sum, no difinterefted Briton would have thought 
it too much, fince the Improvement of the Sugar, 
Tobacco, and Rice Plantations have cach a De- 
pendance thereon. Rutit is to be confider’d, that 
the whole Trade of Africa, trom London, Brijol, 
Liverpool, Glafzow, and fome few from the Colonivs, 
imploys only from 2 to 300 Sail annually, and thofe 
chiefly {mall Veflels; whereas the ‘Trade of the 
Suzar Plantations imploys from 2 to 3,000 Suil, 
many of which are very large. Sy how much 
therefore it is the Intereft of Britain to encourage 
the African Trade, by fo much more is it to yrant 
“ Relief to the Swear Colonies, which employ ten 
* Times the Number of Veffels and Sailors ; not to 
“mention the Dependance the African Trade has on 
© them at laft. 

‘Tue Wildsm of the Britih Parliament hath 
‘ likewie found it neceffary to grant confiderable 

‘ Aids to the Infant-Secrlement of Georgia. It is 

‘ not therefore to be doubted, but the Miniftry and 

Legiflature (when properly applied to) will grant 
proportionable Indulgencies to Colonies, which 
have already long been, and ftill may be extreamly 
advantageous to the Trade, Manufactures and Na- 
vigation of Great Britain. 

* As we are difappointed of the good Effetts expected 
from: the 4& for better fecurine and encouraging the 
Trade of bis Majefty’s Sugar Colonies in America, by 
the Northern ‘Traders who ftill carry iton [from Sr. 
Euftatia, a Dutch Uland in the Center of the Leeward 
Iflands, where from 49 to 50 Sail of Veffels rendez- 
vous and load at a time with French Sugar, Rum, 
Molaffes, and European Goods} and neither Duties 
or Penalties can be levied on the Veffels or Goods, 
it will be in vain (until rhe ne Species contained 
in the faid Act are made contraband, and a Power 
given to Captains of Men of War and Sea Officers, 
to feize in Harbours, Roads, and on the High 
Seas, as well as to Land Officers on Shore) to pre- 
tend to prevent that Trade ; which is mot only de- 
* fiructive of the Britith Sugar Ti vade, but of all manner

N eflerday arvived the Mails due from Holland, France 
and Flanders. 

According to Advices from Petersburg, the 
Grand Vizier, who arrived the B-ginning of lat 
Month at Saccia on the Danube, had {ent Part of his 
Army over that River to reinforce the Garifon of 
Bender, and ro join the other Troops which the 
Turks are aflembling towards the Nicfter; but we 
are told, that fetting afide the Janizarics, the reft of 
the Orroman Army confifts only of raw Men hurried 
into the Service, and that great Numbers of them 
defert every Day. They add, that the Grand Vi- 
zier who was attended by the Ruffian Refident as far 
as Babaduh, left him there behind him, that te 
might not run the Risk of an undiftiplin’d Militia, 
who “rupled to obey his Orders. 

*Tis certain that the good Offices of the mediating 
Powers have hitherto been fruitlefs. The Czarina, 
whofe Refolutions indeed are flow, but unalterable 
whenonce they are form’d, witnefs Poland, did d « 
clare in the Manifeffo which fhe publifhed on 
Account of this War, That fhe awas vefolued to make 
herfelf Mifirefs of Crim Tartary ; which if the me- 
diating Powers can prevail with the Porte to yield to 
her by fair Means, fhe is difpofed immediately to lay 
down her Arms ; otherwife, fhe will carry on the 
War till fhe has gain'd her Point. 

*T'was at firft given out at Conftantinople, that the 
Ruffians had received a confiderable Defeat 
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Crim Tartary, and were therefore forced to abandon 
that Country and retire to Precop; and to confirm 
the Populace in that Opinion, there was a general 
Difcharge of the Cannon at Conftantinople, by Way 
of Rejoicing for the Rerreat of that Army ; but the 
People were foon convinc'd, that the fame was volun- 
tary, without being forced to it by the Tartars : 
Mean time we are informed, that Count Munich has 
caft up fach a ftrong (ntrenchment at Precop to fhut 
in the Tartars, that a Handful of Men will be able 
to defend it againft an Army. Some Advices from 
Conitantinople will have ic, that the Prefence of the 
Ambaflador newly arrived there from Perfia, was 
the chief Motive co the Orders given by the Porte, 
to make publick Rejoicings for the Retreat of the 
faid Army. 

Anether Aga from Turky has been at Vienna, 
with full Powers to treat of an Accommodation with 
Ruflia, and to make fome other Propofitions to the 
Imperial Court in the prefent State of Affairs ; but 
‘tis queftioned, whether that Court will think fit to 
treat with him or receive his Propofals, be- 
caufe tho’ the Empcror’s final Refolution has been 
fent to his Minifter at Conftantinople to be com- 
municated to the Porte, together with the Terms 
on which Ruflia confents to an Accommodation with 
the Porte ; and tho’ a Categorical Anfwer was de- 
manded, and might have been expected at Vienna 
above a Month ago, yetthe Grand Signior has not 
though fit to return any Anfwer at all ; and befides, 
the Emperor feems determined to aét no otherwife in 
the Affair, than by Concert with the Court of 
Ruffia. 

The Emprefs Dowager Amelia, was lately robbed 
of Jewels to aconfiderable Value, by 3 Men and 2 
Women, who got off in a Coach to Schatthaufen in 
Swifferland, and are there apprehended. 

Orders are iffued in the Dominions of Heffe Caffel, 
for taking the Troops into Service again that were 
jately disbanded, towards forming a y of 5200 
Men, who are to enter into the Pay of the King of 
Great Britain. 

The Circle of Franconia, has been terribly plagued 
lately by a Gang of Bandini, who menace the 
Country People very feverely, that offer to take up 
Arms to ftop their Incurfions, and threaten the 
Bailiffs of feveral Manors, to plunder them if the 
don’t releafe their Wives out of Cuftody. The 
Mifcreants have publifhed Advertifements that they 
are inno Fear of being attack’d, and that they had 
Store of Arms and other Neceflaries for their De- 
fence; and their {aid Advertifements are thus fub- 
forib’d, viz. From our laudable Fraternity of all Na- 
tiens living underGround Mean time che States of 
the faid Circle, have refolved to fend all their Re- 

lar Forces into the Field, in order to find out 
their lurking Holes and attack them, and Arms have 
been diftributed to all the Peafants of the Country of 
Baden, to enable them to make their Defence. ‘Tis 
fuppofed, that they fculk in the Bifhoprick of 
Bamberg. 

Preparations were making at Leipfic, to receive 
the King and Queen of Poland, who were expected 
there from Drefden laft Saturday. 

They write from Hanover, that among the No- 
blemen who accompanied the King to the Gohrde, 
the Counts de Kilmanfegg and Platen, and M. de 
Sporcken, follicited aud obtain’d Leave to attend his 

ajefty. 

The Regency at Hanoy*r, has given a Grant to 
certain Perfons to fet up Houfes at Harbourg and 
Hamelen for refining Sugar. At the fame time, 
other Perfons who are fuppofed to come from Saxony, 
are petitioning for Leave t erect a Manufacture of 
Porcellane, which will be granted them if the Effay 
which they are at work on anfwers what they pro- 
mife. They ufe the Flint Stoncs of the Country, 
and propofe to make as good Porcellane out of them 
as that of Mifnia.

After he was turn'd 
off, feveral Perfons having Wens in their Necks, 
made Application to the Sheriff to received the 
Stroking or Laying on of the dying Man’s Hands, 
with the agonizing Sweats appearing thereon, in 
order to reduce the Swelling ; and after bearing his 
Hands on their Necks whilf he hung, they feemed 
fo well fatisfied with the Apprehenfions of a Cure, or 
fome comfortable Relief by this Means, that at their 
Departure they feverally returned Thanks to the 
Sheriff.
